A BUSINESSWOMAN is “disgusted” 
after finding what she believes was 
human faeces on a bench outside her 
cafe in Ely. 

But there will be no way of track¬ 
ing down who was responsible for the 
“vile” act outside 3at3 in Three Cups 
Walk - as the CCTV camera there is 
STILL not working. 

Penny Williams, who owns 3at3, ar¬ 
rived at work last Friday morning to 
find the bench “covered in faeces”. 

She called East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council’s waste team, who treat¬ 
ed the incident as a priority as it was 
considered “potentially hazardous”. 

But hopes of catching who was re¬ 
sponsible have been dashed as Mrs 
Williams has been told the CCTV cam¬ 
eras in Three Cups Walk - one of which 
points at her cafe - which are the dis¬ 
trict council’s responsibility, are still 
out of order, around 18 months after 
the council promised to fix them. 

Mrs Williams said: “It was vile. It 
must have been human faeces unless 
a dog or another animal managed to 
miraculously get itself up onto the 
bench to do its business.

“The council were really good and 
were here within an hour of me re¬ 
porting it but I just can’t believe peo¬ 
ple do things like that. I am disgusted.” 

In January last year, vandals 
smashed planters on the wall around 
3at3. 

As reported at the time, Mrs Wil¬ 
liams called the police, who said there 
was not much they could do about the 
crime as the CCTV was not working in 


Three Cups Walk. 

It is believed the cameras have been 
out of use since at least September 
2014. 

Mrs Williams said: “It’s just not on. 
The area where the bench is tends to 
attract the wrong sort of people. 

“We’ve found needles there in the 
past and at one point things were re¬ 
ally bad there. 


“I don’t want the bench to be re¬ 
moved but I do want the CCTV cam¬ 
eras to work. It’s not fair that we are 
paying our council taxes and business 
rates and yet a simple thing like get¬ 
ting one CCTV camera to work prop¬ 
erly is not done.” 

Speaking about the clean-up op¬ 
eration, a district council spokesman 
said: “The incident received a priority 
response because it was considered 
potentially hazardous. 

“The situation was assessed to see 
what the council was dealing with, 
as well as accessibility for cleaning 
equipment. Then Veolia managed to 
get their small precinct sweeper in and 
jet washed the seat and surrounding 
area. The council is not entirely sure 
that it was human faeces, but the area 
has been thoroughly cleaned as a pre¬ 
caution.” 

Regarding the CCTV cameras, 
Emma Grima, Director of Commercial 
and Corporate Services at the district 
council, said: “The District Council 
will be investigating this CCTV cam¬ 
era, and reviewing the options avail¬ 
able relating to its operation.” 

3at3 cafe is currently closed for a re¬ 
furbishment but is due to reopen on 
Good Friday as 3at3 Real Ale & Craft 
Beer Cafe. 


Woman 
cut free 
from car 

A WOMAN had to be 
cut free from a car af¬ 
ter it was involved in a 
three-vehicle collision 
in Ely. 

The crash was one 
of three which hap¬ 
pened in the Angel 
Drove and Station 
Road area on Tuesday. 

The three-vehicle 
collision happened 
at around 5.20pm. 
Emergency services 
attended and fire¬ 
fighters used special¬ 
ist cutting equipment 
to release a woman 
aged in her 20s from 
one of the vehicles. 

A spokesman for 
the East of England 
Ambulance Service 
said: “We treated two 
females, both in their 
20s, for minor injuries. 
They were checked 
over and discharged 
from scene.” 

Around 20 minutes 
later a cargo van got 
stuck beneath the rail¬ 
way bridge in Station 
Road, causing delays 
for motorists until 
around 6pm. 

And earlier in 
the day, at around 
10.50am, a mo- 
torhome also got 
stuck beneath the 
bridge - again causing 
lengthy tailbacks for 
motorists.

COMPLAINT 

Blood-stained 
plaster found in 
bag of chocolate 



A MAN is demanding com¬ 
pensation after finding a 
used plaster in a bag of un¬ 
opened chocolates. 

Greg Quince, 52, from Lit¬ 
tleport, says he was horrified 
to find the plaster in a bag 
of Cadbury Dairy Milk Giant 
Buttons. 

Greg, who is registered 
disabled, and who lives with 
his wife, Julie, 51, and daugh¬ 
ter, Hannah, 12, in Longfield 
Road, said: “I was sitting in 
the lounge on Sunday and 
was just about to watch the 
football. 

“Julie came through with a 
bag of Giant Buttons, which 
was nice - or so it seemed. 

“She opened the bag, I 
took out a small handful and 
she did the same. 

“I then took out another 
handful which is when I 
found the plaster. 

“We are horrified. The 
plaster was used - it had a 
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blood stain on it. God knows 
where the plaster had been 
before it entered the bag but 
it certainly shouldn’t have 
ended up in the bag.” 

The family have reported it 
to Cadbury’s head office. 

Greg said: “Cadbury have 
offered us some vouchers 
but I’m not settling for that. 
I want compensation. 

“If I hadn’t seen the plaster 
when I did and put it in my 
mouth, or my daughter had 
swallowed it for example, 
the consquences don’t bear 
thinking about to be honest. 

“There could be any sort of 
disease in the blood on that 
plaster. 

“What if we’d been in the 
cinema in the dark and not 
seen the plaster before it 
was too late and it had been

swallowed?” 

Julie, who is Greg’s full¬ 
time carer, said: “I’m disgust¬ 
ed. You don’t expect to find a 
used plaster in any sealed 
bag of food, let alone inside a 
product from a company as 
big as Cadbury.” 

A spokesman for Mondel z 
International, the company 
which owns the Cadbury 
brand, said an investigation 
would be carried out. 

He said: “This sounds very 
unpleasant for Mr Quince 
and we have sent him a pre¬ 
paid envelope so that he can 
send the product back to us. 

“Once it’s returned, we will 
carry out an investigation to 
see how this could have oc¬ 
curred.”

Improvements 
‘not fast enough’

IMPROVEMENTS are being 
made at Ely College - but not 
as quickly and as significant¬ 
ly as they need to be. 

That’s the message from 
Ofsted inspector Paul Tom- 
kow following his two-day 
monitoring visit to the col¬ 
lege last month. 

His report was published 
just days after the school 
community was told they 
were going to be taken over 
by the Cambridge Meridian 
Academies Trust. 

As reported last week, 
the trust, which runs eight 
schools in the region and is 
renowned for turning strug¬ 
gling schools around, will be 
taking over in July. 

The college, which was 
placed into special measures 
last spring, is currently run by 
the CfBT Schools Trust. 

Mr Tomkow says improve¬ 
ments are being made and 
that the school’s “improve¬ 
ment plan is fit for purpose”

- but he concludes that the 
academy is “not taking ef¬ 
fective action towards the 
removal of special measures”. 

He said: “Although im¬ 
provements have been made 
to the quality of teaching 
these are not yet having an 
impact on enough lessons 
and the rates of progress that 
most pupils are currently 
making are too slow. 

“Senior leaders have taken 
action to challenge ineffec¬ 
tive teaching and this is be¬ 
ginning to address the de¬ 
cline in pupils’ progress and 


attainment. 

“However, the pace of im¬ 
provement has not been fast 
enough. 

“There is much work to 
be done if the academy is 
to be removed from special 
measures within the next 12 
months.” 

Evelyn Forde, the school’s 
principal, said: “We are de¬ 
lighted that Ofsted has rec¬ 
ognised some of the pro¬ 
gress that students and staff 
alike have worked so hard to 
achieve. 

“Moving a school from 
special measures does take 
time - some aspects can be 
improved almost instantly, 
others take more time to get 
right. 

“Myself and the whole 
team here at Ely College re¬ 
main committed to improv¬ 
ing the standard of education 
for the students.”

TRANSPORT 

Travel scheme 
to be trialled 


A NEW scheme which could 
change the way residents 
travel around the county 

- and save public cash - is 
to be piloted in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council says Total Trans¬ 
port is a simple concept to 
bring together the numer¬ 
ous similar journeys which 
residents make for different 
purposes in a variety of ve¬ 
hicles. 

Currently the council has 
separate contracts for differ¬ 
ent services such as home to 
school transport, social care 
and community transport 

- these are paid on a sepa¬ 
rate basis and act on a stan¬ 
dalone basis. 

Total Transport aims to 
change this by replacing the 
existing system with a re¬ 
vised network of fixed bus 
routes, largely based around 
school journeys, and a new 
flexible minibus service, 
whilst continuing to support 
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a social car scheme. 

The Flexible Minibus Ser¬ 
vice will offer door-to-door 
transport on a pre-booked 
basis, meaning vehicles only 
run when and where they 
are needed. The council 
says a new booking centre 
will make it easy for users 
to request the journeys they 
need. 

The accessible minibuses 
will be staffed with passen¬ 
ger assistants to support 
those who are less mobile 
so they can make journeys 
to day centres, health ap¬ 
pointments and social clubs 
as well as to the shops and 
other popular destinations. 

In addition to the mini¬ 
buses, a small number of 
school buses will be opened 
to the general public, al¬ 
though this is only proposed 
for specific areas where 
there is local support. 


The Ely Zipper route 
will continue with minor 
changes, and commercial 
Stagecoach services 9 and 
12 won’t be affected. The Ely 
circular (route 15) will also 
carry on unchanged. 

Council leader Steve 
Count said: “Total Transport 
is such a simple but effec¬ 
tive idea which could make 
a real difference to people’s 
lives and allow the council 
to save money while provid¬ 
ing a better service. 

“The new service will of¬ 
fer far more choice than is 
currently enjoyed by many 
users and the pre-booked 
journeys will mean no more 
wasted trips.” 

The pilot scheme is due to 
be launched in September.

COUNCIL 

Mixed feelings 
on devolution 


OPPOSITION is mounting 
against Government plans 
to combine Cambridgeshire, 
Norfolk and Suffolk as a sub¬ 
regional authority governed 
by one mayor. 

The proposals - dubbed 
the East Anglia Devolution 
Deal - were announced 
by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in his budget 
speech last week. 

The new elected mayor 
would be handed unprec¬ 
edented powers over issues 
such as housing, planning 
and transport across all 
three counties - but there 
has been a fierce backlash to 
such a role in the Cambridge 
region. 

The Labour, Lib Dem, In¬ 
dependent and UKIP groups 
on the county council are all 
set to vote through a motion 
next week that calls on the 
council to formally oppose 
the Devolution Deal. 

"The people of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire would be badly 
served by an expensive and 
unaccountable mayor and 
we need a better governance 
model,” said Labour leader 
Cllr Ashley Walsh. 
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Cllr James Palmer, lead¬ 
er of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, says he is 
“absolutely in favour” of the 
deal. 

He said: “It’s a huge oppor¬ 
tunity for the East, and being 
as we are neighbours with 
Norfolk and Suffolk, it will be 
highly beneficial to the peo¬ 
ple of East Cambs. 

“The new Government 
structure will be a distinctly 
positive move forward. I’m 
in favour of devolution from 
Government, but also of 
devolved power the whole 
way down the Government 
structure, to make sure deci¬ 
sion making is as close to the 
people as possible.” 

Cllr Lorna Dupre, leader 
of the East Cambs Lib Dems, 
is against the deal. She said: 
“If this were real devolution, 
Liberal Democrats would be 
seizing it with both hands. 
But this is a deal between 
the Government and council 
leaders drawn up and signed 
in secret. 


“It sets out arrangements 
which councillors and the 
public haven’t had a chance 
to discuss, and gives single- 
handed power over many 
local services to an elected 
mayor who will cover three 
counties plus Peterborough. 
This is a travesty of real de¬ 
volution, and it simply isn’t 
acceptable.” 

Cambridgeshire Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce is against 
the deal.

Copy of a letter sent to East Cambs 
District Council: 

LAST year you wanted to charge for 
car parks. Now you are removing 
toilets. The next wheeze is to 
eliminate coach parking or make it 
so unattractive that coach companies 
will carry out the threat they have 
already made to move their business 
elsewhere. 

If one were a visitor from Mars one 
would be forgiven for assuming 
that the role of East Cambridgeshire 
was to throttle the prosperity of the 
city which depends to a significant 
extent upon tourism. The proposals 
for housing in Barton Road car park, 
whilst absurd in themselves, also 
require the elimination of coach 
parking. The council attempted to 
slide this through on the quiet before 
Christmas, hoping no-one would 
notice. 

As it turns out the community 
recognised the threat to our 
prosperity and the council had no 
coherent answer to the question 
about where coaches would go. 

It now transpires that to placate 
opposition they will propose 
Cresswells' Lane, a proposal which 



only have come from increasing 
desperation. It seems very strange 
that a road that has double 
yellow lines on both sides, serves 
Sainsburys with heavy lorries as well 
as the waterworks can suddenly 
accommodate the six coaches that 
Barton Road regularly sees. My 
objection is four-fold; 

1) There is the over-riding point that 
we should be looking to grow Ely and 
make it an attractive destination. This 
proposal will only serve to deter. 

2) Barton Road car park is well 
located for King's School, which hosts 
coaches both for home and away 
matches. 

3) Barton Road car park is close to 
the cathedral; there are many events 
there where there will be a surge 

of visitors, and they cannot all be 
discharged in the surrounding streets 


without causing mayhem. 

4) Cresswellls Lane has double yellow 
lines for a purpose, and to suggest 
that six coaches could park there 
without the high risk of impacting on 
the other traffic which uses the road 
is puerile. 

It is imperative that the Council 
recognise (as most Ely residents do) 
where our long term interests lie.

Tributes paid after sudden 
death of former councillor

TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
“caring and energetic” former 
councillor and King’s Ely employ¬ 
ee who has died suddenly. 

Nigel Clarke, a popular com¬ 
munity figure in Ely, worked at 
King’s for more than 30 years up 
until he retired five years ago. 

He started at the school as a 
lab technician but later joined 
the bursarial staff, overseeing 
the delivery of major projects at 
King’s, including the Porta library, 
technology centre and the Gibson 
Music School. 

Nigel had always been actively 
involved in the local community, 
mainly as a driving force behind 
the city’s Christmas light displays. 

When he retired from King’s, he 
was co-opted onto the City of Ely 
Council, on which he served for 
four years. 

Nigel died unexpectedly on 
March 12, aged 67. He leaves his 
wife, Carole, and son, James. 

Ely’s Mayor, Lis Every, who pre¬ 
sented Nigel with her Mayor’s Vol¬ 
unteer of the Year award earlier 
this month, said: “We are all dev¬ 
astated and shocked by the news 
of Nigel’s death. He was a caring 
and energetic councillor, and a

brilliant colleague and friend. 

“His involvement in volunteer¬ 
ing and local projects was end¬ 
less, whether it was with Christ¬ 
mas lights, CCTY Ely in Bloom, 
the allotments, Centre E, the 
lights switch-on or just being a 
listening colleague ready with 
sound advice.” 

Nigel had hoped to continue 
as a city councillor and stood for 
election last year as an Independ¬ 
ent but failed to get elected. 

Cllr Every said: “Even when no 
longer a councillor, Nigel worked 
as tirelessly as before giving his 
time, attention and expertise 
whenever he could. Ely will be a 
sadder place without Nigel’s good 
humour and support. He will be 
so missed by us all.” 

Sue Freestone, principal of 
King’s Ely, said: “Nigel was a loy¬ 
al servant to the school across 
three decades and he contributed 
much to the school we see today. 
We owe a huge debt to Nigel and 
our thoughts and prayers are with 
his loved ones.”

Objections to 
Forehill plans 


PLANS which involve par¬ 
tially demolishing a shop 
and building six townhouses 
and an apartment in Ely are 
proving controversial. 

James Bateson, of Ranner- 
low Ltd, applied to develop 
the Bargain Superstore site 
in Forehill last month. His 
plans involve refurbishing 
the premises, partially de¬ 
molishing the “unsightly” 
rear wing, which backs on to 
Three Cups Walk, and build¬ 
ing six townhouses and an 
apartment at the site. 

Some residents and busi¬ 
ness owners in Forehill are 
currently able to park in the 
car park at the site but Mr 
Bateson wants to take up 19 
spaces - seven for the pro¬ 
posed new units and 12 for 
the apartments he is plan¬ 
ning to build above the retail 
block on Ely’s Market Place. 

Dr Andrew Patterson, of 
Forehill, said: “Previously 
residents have been able to 
rent parking spaces from 
land contained within the 
proposed development.

This application will remove 
the ability to rent parking 
spaces, leaving residents 
with no ability to park close 
to their flats. 

“This is further compli¬ 
cated by changes which 
occurred some years ago 
when the council changed 
the time periods with which 
cars could park for free in 
the adjacent public car park. 

“The council will either 
have to provide parking per¬ 
mits for residents or the de¬ 
veloper will need to provide 
six parking spaces for the 
residents in the flats.” 

Martin Cadman, also of 
Forehill, said: “The devel¬ 
opment is going to severely 
affect my right of way and 
access from the rear of my 
property. At present, we 
have access from the steps 
of the existing building. This 
would seem to disappear 
and therefore affects access 


to my property, which also 
impacts on both the value 
and saleability of my prop¬ 
erty.” 

Graeme Williams, who 
owns 3at3 Real Ale and Craft 
Beer Cafe, just a stone’s 
throw away from the site, 
says the size and scale of the 
development is “excessive 
given the available area of 
land”. 

He is also concerned 
about the “adequacy of 
parking” and that closing 
Three Cups Walk for the 
work to take place will have 
a detrimental effect on his 
business. 

Mr Bateson says the pro¬ 
ject will help to “re-energize 
the city central district” and 
that it can “only benefit the 
surrounding environment”.

Royal Maundy is a religious 
service in the Church of Eng¬ 
land held on Maundy Thursday, 
the day before Good Friday. 

At the service, the British 
Monarch or a royal official cere¬ 
monially distributes small silver 
coins known as Maundy money 
as symbolic alms to elderly re¬ 
cipients. 

The coins are legal tender but 
do not circulate because of their 
silver content and numismatic 
value. 

A small sum of ordinary mon¬ 


ey is also given in lieu of gifts of 
clothing and food that the sov¬ 
ereign once bestowed on Maun¬ 
dy recipients. 

This year’s ceremony is be¬ 
ing held in St George’s Chapel at 
Windsor Castle, and the Maun¬ 
dy recipients have been chosen 
from the dioceses across Eng¬ 
land and Scotland. 

The precise number of recipi¬ 
ents is equal to the Queen’s age 
and on this occasion, Eileen will 
be among 90 women and 90 
men attending the service. 

Canon Vicky Johnson, from 
Ely Cathedral, said: “The cathe¬ 
dral congregation and commu¬ 
nity are so very proud of Eileen. 

“She is such an inspiration 
to us, and has served the wider 
community and the church in 
so many ways over the years. 

“She is someone who qui¬ 
etly and faithfully gets on with 
things and contributes to com¬ 
munity life without expectation 
of reward, so we are delighted 
she is being recognised by the 
Queen in this special way.

Man jailed for 
knife threats 


A WOMAN fled her own 
home and hid in some 
bushes after she feared her 
on-off partner would cut her 
fingers off with a steak knife, 
a court was told. 

Marcus Jacynka, 53, of 
Croft Road, Isleham, plead¬ 
ed guilty to putting a person 
in fear of violence at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court, and 
was sentenced to two years 
in prison. 

Michael Procter, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the charge followed 
incidents between Jacynka 
and his partner between July 
1 and October 17 last year. 

He said: “The victim lived 
near to the defendant; a re¬ 
lationship started between 
them and he turned abusive 
and controlling. In the sum¬ 
mer of 2015, the woman was 
standing in her washroom 
when Jacynka held a screw¬ 
driver to her throat. 

“There had been an argu¬ 
ment between the pair and 
the woman feared Jacynka 
was going to attack her. He

was asking if she had been 
with other men. She was so 
scared she took refuge with 
her daughter.” 

The couple got back to¬ 
gether however and, at 
10.30pm on August 20, they 
were in bed together and the 
woman was looking at her 
phone. 

Jacynka became paranoid 
and made threats to get her 
to hand over her phone, 
which she ignored. He then 
went and got a seven-inch 
steak knife and demanded 
she open the phone by using 
its fingerprint lock system. 

Mr Procter said: “The 
woman said he was looking 
at her fingers as if he was 
contemplating cutting them 
off. She returned home but 
the defendant then sent 
texts asking her to meet him. 


“She told him she would 
but then hid in some bushes 
before she was collected by 
family.” 

Jacynka was arrested and 
interviewed but denied vio¬ 
lent behaviour. He was re¬ 
leased on bail and ordered 
not to contact the woman, 
which he ignored. 

At midnight on September 
27 the pair were watching 
a film but he again became 
aggressive and, for four and 
a half hours, physically pre¬ 
vented the woman from 
leaving his house and held a 
knife up to her. 

The woman fled her house 
again the next day, and was 
found hours later by her ex- 
husband driving around So- 
ham. 

On October 15 Jacynka 
tried to make the victim 
withdraw her accusations. 

Jacynka was jailed for two 
years, made subject to a 
three-year restraining order 
and must pay £1,500 court 
costs.

Anger over an 
eight-week wait 
for a new door

A PENSIONER is “disgusted” 
after being told she will have 
to wait another four weeks 
for her broken back door to 
be replaced. 

Brenda Rudd, 68, says she 
has already been without 
the door for at least a month 
after storm damage back in 
February. 

The doorway has been 
boarded up at her Sanctuary 
Housing-owned property in 
Wilburton ever since. 

Sanctuary says that be¬ 
cause the door has to be 
custom-made it will not be 
ready for at least another 
four weeks. 

Mrs Rudd told the Ely 
News : “I’m disgusted. I want 
to know why it is taking so 
long to get me a new back 
door, but nobody at Sanctu¬ 
ary is willing to tell me. 

“The door, which was 
wooden at the bottom and 
glass at the top, split right 
down the middle during the 
strong winds at the begin¬ 
ning of February.

“Sanctuary came out the 
same day to remove the 
door and board it up, which 
is how it’s been ever since. 

“They’re telling me it’s 
going to take another four 
weeks to replace and I’m 
really not very happy about 
that.” 

Mrs Rudd says she feels 
vulnerable - and that she is 
losing a lot of heat from her 
home. 

She added: “I live by my¬ 
self with my Husky, Skye. 
Anyone could get in through 
that board. 

“If I didn’t have a big dog 
in the house I don’t think I’d 
be able to sleep at night to 
be honest. 

“It’s not just that - I’m los¬ 
ing so much heat out of the 
house and I’m having to put 
Skye on a harness to take her 
out into the garden every 
time she wants to go to the 
toilet. 


“She’s used to being able 
to go out into the back gar¬ 
den as and when she pleas¬ 
es. 

“My back garden is all 
fenced off but my front gar¬ 
den isn’t, so I can’t just let 
her out the front as she’ll 
escape. 

“I’m sick of it now. I pay 
my rent religiously every 
Monday when I get my 
pension yet it takes them 
around eight weeks just to 
provide me with a new back 
door. It’s not fair.” 

A spokeswoman for Sanc¬ 
tuary said: “We are very 
sorry for the length of time 
it is taking to arrange for a 
replacement. 

“We are speaking to Mrs 
Rudd to reassure her that we 
are working to progress re¬ 
pairs as quickly as possible.”

The company had employed 
three apprentices through 
Cambridge Regional College but was 
not aware it could reach out to local 
secondary schools too - something 
which bosses are now planning to 
do. 

Carol, from G's, said: 

"I'd absolutely recommend 
apprenticeships to other businesses. 

"It's very rewarding to support 
a young person on that journey, 
and in return our managers gain 
mentoring experience and we get 
the pipeline of talent that we need."
